In  other  matches,  F&A,  Graphic, 
Co-op , and  Land  Bank  were  two-game  winners 
over  Mtg.  Corp.,  Reports,  Admin.,  and 
Accounts,  respectively.  Graphic  moved  into 
undisputed  possession  of  the  runner-up  spot, 
10  games  behind  M.C.  Individual  highs  were 
chalked  up  by:  Hein  of  Reports,  213-569; 
Frazee  of  Co-op,  563;  Menk  of  Land  Bank, 
562;  Frank  Jones  of  Graphic,  540;  Fowler  of 
M.C. , 519;  and  W.  Thompson  of  Reports,  500.
